when 2200 gallons of champagne were 
destroyed in vats and 10,000 bottles 
were smashed and thrown in the River 
Karle, instead of being carefully * 
in tall silver pails. 
The entire countryside is inflamed 
and troops are held in readiness to 
check further demonstrations, which 

are believed to be almost certain. 
The champagne trouble dates back 
three years. The crops have been fall- 
ing off steadily, thus impoverishing 
the wine growers. In the meantime, 


the large dealers have been importing 
sweet wines from the south Af France,

M. Marmot, Mayor of Damery, 
is regarded as a hero because he 
liantly tore off a red flag which 
wine growers had hoisted on the city 
hall, said to the correspondent of the 
Los Angeles Times today: 
“We have foreseen for many months 
all that has devasted this unhappy 
country and the fatal consequence of 
the frauds, which have undermined 
champagne—frauds, from which the 
innocent and the guilty will suffer 
alike. The trouble is here today; to- 
morrow it will be elsewhere, for until 
the wine growers have been given a: 
law requiring wine to be branded ac- 
cording to where it is grown, they will 
not stop at anything.“

urban lines by the Southern Pacific 
was announced yesterday in a pian 


for merging the purchasing art 
ments under one control, with ad- 
quarters in Los Angeles. This means 


that all of the supplies for the electric 
lines controlled by the Southern Pa- 
einc, including those in Fresno, Stock 
ton, Oakland and Alameda, as well 
as the Pacific Electric, Leos Angeles 
Pacific and Los Angeles and Redondo, 
will be purchased here. 

F. W. Taylor, for twenty-one years 
in the employ of the Harriman lines, 
Has been taken from his position as 
storekeeper of the Oregon Short Line 
at Pocatello, Idaho, and assigned to 
the head of the consolidated purchas- 
ing department, with the tithe of gen- 
eral purchasing agent. Mr. Taylor and 
his force will occupy a suite on the 
second floor of the Pacifie Electric 
bullding. He will report to Paul 
Shoup, assistant general manager of 
the Southern Pacific, in charge of the 
electric lines. 

The merger of these department = Je 
the first of several similar propositions 
that are included in the proposed cen- 
tralization of the various departments 
connected with the Southern Pacific 
properties in Los Angeles.

ized mankind, even more than the libraries 
he has caused to be built, and which he has 
bounteously endowed, 

It may be truthfully said that war as a 
means of settling international differences, 
or for any other purpose, is utterty illogical 
and absurd. 

It is so because the men composing the 
armies which oppose each other on the 
battlefield have no personal enmity toward 
each other, do not know each other, usually 
do not know what they gre fighting about, 
and have no interest in the result. They 
are killihg and being killed in order to carry 
out the ideas of a few rulers and of the 
cabinets and courtiers of rulers who take 


precious good Care never to place themselves 


within range of a Mauser rifle. 

An international court of arbitration to 
which all differences between nations shall 
be submitted is the method of procuring 
peace between all powers which Mr. Car- 
negie seems to favor. The income from the 
Carnegie fund will doubtless be used to pay 
the cost of peace literature and the expenses 
of anti-war lectures. The campaign will be 
one of education purely. 

It will be the wish and hope of all right- 
thinking men that beneficial results may 
flow from the use of the Carnegie interna- 
tional peace fund, yet it is to be appre- 
hended that generations may lapse before 
the war spirit of nations and the fighting 
impulses of the original cave-dweller will be 
so eliminated from the policy of rulers and 
the constitution of man as ta warrant the 
disbandment of drmies, the dismantling of 
fortifications and the withdrawal of warships 
from the oceans. The regular armies of the 
world contain over five millions of men 
which it costs the nations to maintain, 1125 
millions of dollars per annum. If placed on 
a war footing the armies of the world 
would amount to forty-four millions of men. 
Yet recent events have demonstrated that 
the first Napoleon erred when he said that 
“Providence is on the side of the strongest 
battalions.” Russia has 1,158,412 soldiers un- 
der arms which it costs her, $183,9896,600 per 
annum to maintain, with the power to in- 
crease the number to 5,947,580. Japan has a 
regular army of 210,800 which it costs her 
but $21,086,000 to maintain, with the ability 
to increase the number to 1,350,800. On the 
sea these powers are more nearly matched 
in the number of war vessels, Russia hav- 
ing 271 war vessels costing her $58,535,617 
per annum to maintain, while Japan has 236 
ships costing her only $14,598,000 per annum 
to maintain. But every vessel of the Japa- 
nese fleet was available during the recent 
war, whfle more than half of the Russian 
navy was two months’ journey away from 
the scene of conflict, with no adequate num- 
ber of coaling stations en route. The Si- 
berian raflway, however, would have enabled 
Russia to place five soldiers on her Pacific 
Coast to one Japanese soldier, if—and it is 
a big if—the Czar had dared to leave ‘his 
throne unguarded and unprotected from do- 
mestic uprising. The result of these condi- 
tions was that the smaller power conquered 
the larger one. | 

Europe, even in a time of profound peace, 
is an armed camp. France maintains a reg- 
niar army of 636,996 men at an annual cost 
of $135,865,983, with a power of increase to 
4,700,700 men, and a navy of 365 ships which 
it costs her $62,565,727 per annum to main- 
tain. Germany has a regular army of 584,- 
785 soldiers which it costs het $115,626,039 
to maintain, with a power of increase to 
5,602,000 men. Germany with but few sea- 
ports has a navy of 251 ships which it costs 
her $19,860,315 per annum 40 maintain. 
The regular army of Great Britain consists 
of 326,008 soldiers costing $261,297,909 per 
annum to maintain, with the power to in- 
crease her army to 2,474,743 men. Great 
Britain has a navy of 773 ships which it 
costs her $179,779,445 per-annum to maintain. 

The United States, with a larger popula- 
tion than any European nation, except 
Russia (exclusive of colonies) has a regu- 
lar army of only 60.496 men which it costs 
her $77,888,753 per annum to niaintain,’ or 
93 45 cents per capita of our population, 
while that of Great Britain costs 398 ½ cen 
per capita, that of France 348% cents 4 
capita, and that of Germany 205 cents per 
capita of population.

LAW OF INDUSTRIAL FREEDOM. 
Industrial ffeedom—broadly stated—is 
the right of free contract and of unmolested 
performance of contract between employer 
and employee under the law. Workmen 
may lawfully combine in a union to increase 
their wages or lessen their hours of toil, | 
and may adopt all lawful methods to pro- 
duce either result. Employers may lawful 
ly combine to decrease the wages or in- 
crease the hours of toil of workmen, and 
may adopt all lawful methods to produce. 
either result. | 
It is the right of the laborer to refuse to 
trade with any person absolutely or contin- 
gently, It is the right of the members of a 
union to refuse to have any dealings with 
the employer or with any person who deals 
with him. So long as strikers employ no 
other means to deter persons from dealing 
with the employer except persuasion and 
the withdrawal of their own patronage from | 
such persons, there is nothing illegal or 
criminal im their action (Bohn Mfg. Co. vs. 
Hollis, 54 Minn. 223; Longshore Prtg. Co. 
vs. Howell, 26 Oregon 527.) The idea that 
‘boycotts are legal has grown out of the 
fact that they are frequently attended by l- 
legal acts such as violence or threats of vi- 
olence (State vs. Glidden, 55 Conn. 46.) 
Picketing, that ig the detailing of men 
by a labor union to watch the place of bust.

Steel 
Co. vs. Wire Dr rs’ Union, 90 Fed. 608.) 

In State va. GWdden, 55 Conn, 46, the de- 
fendants conspired to intimidate the pub- 
lishers of a certain newspaper called the. 
“Journal and Courier“ to compel them to 
discharge their employees who were not 
members of the union to which the defend- 
ants belonged. The means used to effect 
such intimidation was the circulation of a 
circular containing these words: “A word 
to the wise is sufficient; boycott the Journal 
and Courter.” 
was contrary to the statute of 1878 provid- 
ing that “every person who shall threaten or 
use any means to intimidate any person, to 
compel such person, against his will, to do 
or abstain from doing any act which such 
person has a legal right to do, or shall per- 
sistently follow such person in a disorderly 
manner, or injure or threaten to injure his 
property with intent to intimidate him, 
shall upon conviction be liable,” etc., and 
the defendants were convicted. 

For a refusal of a firm of printers to make 
their office a union office they were boy- 
cotted by a typographical union. The union 
endeavored by circulars to frighten the 
firm's movements, followed their delivery 
wagon, and used every means short of 
physical force to compel persons to cease 
dealing with the firm. The defendants, 
members of the union, were held guilty of | 
conspiracy (Crump vs, Com.. 84 Va. 927.)

IDDLES OLD AND NEW. 

The sum of $15,000 has just been paid 
in Vienna for a Stradivarius violin. ‘This, 
of course, was a particularly fine specimen 
of the Cremona workmanship, known to con- 
noisseurs as the “Greffuhle,” from the title 
of the family to which for many years it had 
belonged. The remarkable rise in price of 
this old violin is instructive. 3 
It was made in 1709 and bequeathed by the 
great Antonius Stradivarius to his son, who, 
after his father’s death, sold it to a priest for 
$280. King. Charlies IV of Spain bought it 
for about $600, and sold it to an English 
violin collector for double that sum. John 
Blow prided himself on doing a smart piece 
of business when from Count Greffuhle he 
obtained $2500 for his old fiddle. 

The old fiddle, however, has lived to see 
the values set on it, by Charles of Spain 
and John Blow look like the speed of a 
hand plow beside that of a big Benz racing 
car. After slumbering for a century it 
has turned up in Vienna to the tune of $15,- 
000. How much of this rise in value is due 
to the intrinsic merits of the fstrument 


and how much to sentiment, it is impossible 


to say; but certainly no later violin maker 
has ever approached the art of the old mas- 
ter in Cremona. No other work in any line 
of manufacture has increased in value like 
the violin of 1709. 

This is either a monument to the génius 


of Stradivarius or a reproach to the violin- 


makers of today, as one chooses to regard 
the matter. A violin, like a vintage wine, 
requires age to. bring out its vital excel- 
lencies; there has been plenty of time since 
1700 for another artisan to step into the 
shoes of Stradivarius. Yet no one has done 
£0, 

As a record-breaker California has taken

West; experts have declared that on account
